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No Conflict Among Council 
On Conflict Resolution Need

Greenbelt City Council 
agreed at its December 12 
work session that conflict 
resolution programs are 
needed in Greenbelt but 
councilmembers were unable 
to decide which programs 
would work for the city. 

The two most discussed 
programs were those offered 
by the National Coalition 
Building Institute (NCBI) and 
the Little Friends for Peace. 
NCBI representatives were on 


hand to explain about their 


group, which seeks to “end 
mistreatment of different 
groups.” The institute offers 
workshops to advance cul- 
tural diversity and to discuss 
controversial issues (that is, 
to promote conflict resolu- 
tion). However, 
councilmembers expressed 
concern that the institute’s 
workshops might be less ori- 
ented toward conflict resolu- 
tion than toward cultural di- 
versity, 

Ted Mecum, president of 
the city’s Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Board 


(CRAB), described the con- 


a 
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_ flict resolution training of- 


fered by Little Friends»for 
Peace, which offers a peace 
camp for children. Little 
Friends for Peace shows chil- 
dren and adults working with 
children how to resolve dif- 


ferences peacefully. Staff has 
been considering incorporat- 
ing the training into the 
city’s summer camps, but -is 
uncertain how to do so, as 
this would require camp 
counselors and some staff 
members to attend a week- 
long program. 

City Manager Daniel 
Hobbs commented, “What is 
being proposed here is a very 
laudable activity and should 
take place but I’ve got to tell 
you that I can’t conceive why 
it should take a week.” 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens, who called such a 
program “critical in this day 
and age,” said that council 
should let staff decide how to 
arrange the details of putting 
the program in place. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram 
showed concern that none of 
the programs discussed 
seemed entirely suitable for 
the city’s needs. “What we 
need is something specifi- 
cally tailored for the City of 
Greenbelt and we haven’t 
seen that yet,” she said. 


Bram added that she 


would like to see some sort 


of training which would be 
suitable for councilmembers. 
She said, “It’s my opinion 
that council needs this type 
of training to learn what’s 
going on in the world to- 


New Cafe’s Manager 
Michael Eppolito

The New Deal Cafe has 
been open for business now 
for several weekends at 
Greenbelt’s new Community 
Center, and according to Man- 
ager Michael Eppolito, “It’s 
been a hectic beginning. 
We're only there a few hours 
every Friday and Saturday 
night, so we have to set ev- 
erything up and take it 
down—it’s like catering an 
event every weekend. Really, 
it’s the volunteers who've 
made it happen. They do the 
work. I just pull it all to- 
gether.” 

Eppolito, who works as a 
substitute teacher at Springhill 
Lake and Greenbelt elemen- 
tary schools, is the cafe’s 
only salaried employee. A 
resident of Berwyn Heights, 
he is impressed with the com- 
munity spirit in Greenbelt. “In 
Berwyn Heights there’s no in- 
volvement,” he says. “I wish 
there were more communities 
like Greenbelt. A couple of 
times when the kitchen was 
really busy and there were 
long lines, we had people get 
up from the tables and come 
back to help out. They 
washed dishes and waited on 
table. I’ve met a lot of won- 
derful, energetic people in 
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Greenbelt.” 

Eppolito, a graduate in an- 
thropology from the Univer- 
sity of Maryland, worked for 
two years at the university's 
food co-op. Last July, Alex 
Barnes walked in. Barnes, the 
treasurer of the New Deal 
cafe, was looking for someone 
with co-op and food service 
experience. He was referred 
to Eppolito. Three months 
later, the latter was inter- 
viewed by the cafe’s board of 
directors and hired as man- 
ager, 
Eppolito says that after 
four nights he doesn’t yet 
have a clear sense of the 
kinds of food that will be in 
demand—except for desserts, 
which are very popular. He 
wants to add different kinds 
of coffee and tea to the cafe’s 
menu, 

“People should come to the 
cafe and try us out,” he said. 
“We'll get better and better. 
Hopefully, in a year we’ll 
raise enough money to have 
our own storefront.” |

Roberts agreed, saying, “It 
would be good for me to go 
through training ... in or- 
der to know what staff is 
learning.” 

This prompted Mayor Pro- 
tem Judith Davis to ask 
whether staff members are 
trained in conflict resolution. 
She noted, “They sometimes 
have to deal with people 
who’ve gone off the edge.” 

Hobbs replied that not all 


of the staff has received. 


conflict resolution training 


and that he. believed. it. was. 


needed. 

Hobbs told council that he 
was pleased with the recent 
training offered through 
CRAB by the Prince Georges 
County Human Relations 
Commission. “It wasn’t all 
touchy-feely, we'’ve-got-to- 
love-everyone—it was very 
practical,” he said. 

_ As a result of the program, 
he added, “We’ve got a 


lovely problem—we’ve got 


all these people trained and 
dying to work on some prob- 
lems and we have no con- 
flicts to resolve.” 


Hobbs concluded the dis- 


cussion by stating that con- 
flict resolution ties in with 
the city’s efforts in commu- 
nity policing. Said Hobbs, “If 
you get to the cause of the 
problem and solve that cause 
you won’t be getting all these 
calls for service.”

When the first residents 


moved to Greenbelt in the 


1930s, married women had to 
agree to work inside the home. 
Couples unable to meet that 
requirement were not selected 
by the federal government for 
this “utopian” community. 
kitchens were 
equipped with the newest tech- 
nology, including a three- 
burner electric stove and an 
electric refrigerator. 

Domestic work, or house- 
work as it is more commonly 
called, is frequently disliked. 
Women who performed house- 
work throughout history were 
maids, not “real” workers. To- 
day, men and women, spend 
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millions of dollars on irons 
that are feather light, food pro- 
cessors that save hours of 
chopping, microwave ovens 
that cook food in record time 


and dishwashers that actually 


speak, Are these implements 
better or different from those 
used 60 years ago? 

Visitors to the exhibit will 
compare irons, toasters and 
vacuum cleaners of the 1930s 
and those of today. They will 
be asked to “guess the object”, 
try out a washing machine of 
the New Deal era, and design 
their own domestic product. 

_ The domestic technology ex- 
hibit will be open on Mondays 
and Fridays, 10 a.m. to 3 p.m., 
and at other times by appoint- 
ment.

Positive Involvement Book

Greenbelt authors and teachers 
Jack and Marsha Youngblood 
read from their new book, Posi- 
tive Involvement: How to 
Teach your Child Habits for 
School Success, at Borders’ 
Books in White Flint on last 
Monday, January 22. The book 
aims to show parents that they 
are the key to motivating their 
child to value school and to ac- 
quire habits of learning that will 
be useful for a lifetime. 

“We found that people wanted 
to be involved with their children 
but didn’t know what to do,” 
said Marsha Youngblood. “The 
book contains many Stories of 
people who have worked suc- 
cessfully with their children, and 
it gives-clear, simple explana- 
tions. Grades aren't the goal. 
The goal is to do the work every 
day.” 

The book has been praised by 
many local educators, including 
Gerald Boarman of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, named 
Maryland Principal of the Year 
for 1994-95, who commented 
that the book “prescribes proven 
strategies and techniques for im- 
proving any child’s school 
performance...elementary, middle,

or high school.” 

The Youngbloods self-pub- 
lished the book, their first, with 
the aid of a mentor from the 
Washington Independent Writers, 
and an editor who gave them 
guidance in such matters as copy 
editing and typography. A first 
edition of 5,000 books was 
printed for them by a Michigan 
press. The book is available at 
Crown and other local bookstores. 

“They say husbands and wives 
have trouble writing books to- 
gether,” said Marsha Youngblood. 
“Writing is such a personal thing. 
But you have to critique each 
other. I'd think I’d written a 
great paragraph—and then Jack 
wouldn’t think so. It was very 
tricky. The ideas in the book re- 
flect my husband’s thinking about 
things we did with our daughter. 
My approach is more intuitive. 
The concepts are his, but with my 
writing background I was the one 
to do most of the organizing of 
the book.” ; 


International Background 


Greenbelt residents since 1991, 
the Youngbloods have lived in 
Windsor Green with their daugh- 
ter, Sarah, since they were evacu- 
ated from Pakistan during the 
Gulf War. They had spent 14 
years teaching abroad, first at an 
international school in Islamabad, 


where “we got hooked on interna- 
tional living,” said Marsha 
Youngblood. 

After five years in the foothills 
of the Himalayas the couple 
moved to Saudi Arabia and then 
to Pakistan, where they taught at 
U. S. State Department schools. 
But growing anti-American senti- 
ment among radical Islamicists 
made conditions more and more 
dangerous. The International 
School was closed for security 
reasons, and the Youngbloods 
were evacuated to the United 
States. 

They decided to remain be- 
cause of concerns about the safety 


of their daughter, who was then» 


in eighth grade. It was a big ad- 
justment for a family that was 
used to having three or four ser- 
vants. Both parents had to 
change careers. “We looked for a 
school with a good music pro- 
gram, since my daughter plays the 
flute,” said Marsha Youngblood. 
“We learned that Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School had the 
most outstanding music program 
in the state, so we moved into 
Greenbelt. We enjoy the lake, 
taking walks, and sitting in the 
Center.”

First, the “colonists” were in- 
vaders who drove the native resi- 
dents out of their own country.

Second, tobacco is being rec- 
ognized now as a poison which 
sickens and kills people. The ar- 
ticle and the headline “Tobacco 
Made County A _ Wealthy 
Colony” treats it as a really good 
kind of product. It isn’t, and 
never was. 

Third, only one mention is 
made somewhere that “Africans 
were also a part of the growing 
population, brought here to work 
as slaves.” The fact is that the 
“wealth” of the “colony” was 
“created” on the backs of black 
slaves who were forced to work 
on the tobacco plantations, who 
didn’t share in that wealth (or 
Mr. Virta’s article would prob- 
ably have mentioned it). 

These are serious points to 
consider, as I hope you will 
agree. I hope the next install- 
ments in Mr. Virta’s series will 
take account of them.

Co-op Proposed to Buy Greenbelt 


by James Giese 

November 1945—Greenbelt 
citizens were: upset when it 
was revealed during the city 
election campaign that the 
council ‘had been meeting. se- 
cretly with Federal Public 
Housing Administration offi- 
cials :abouf «the sale of 
Greenbelt by the government. 
Sale. of the three greentowns 
was first required: bythe 
Bankhead-Jones Act of 1937, 
which essentially provided for 
the liqurdation of government 
ownership of the resettlement 
projects upon their comple- 
tion. World War II held up 
action to comply with the law, 
but with the war over; talk of 
selling Greenbelt became seri- 
ous. 

On November 5, the Green- 
belt Citizens Association 
(GCA), attended by about 100 
residents, approved a recom- 
mendation of a special commit- 
tee-as “favoring the operation 
of Greenbelt by a mutual own- 
ership corporation consisting of 
residents and prospective resi- 
dents.” Only Mayor George 
Bauer voted against the motion. 
He told the group that he fa- 
vored owning his own home 
and was opposed to cooperative 
ownership.

Also recommended by’ the 
association was a request that 
the town council hold a town

of nine to study the feasibility 
of local ownership. The com- 
mittee was to consider owner- 


Ship through mutual housing 


or similar systems, and to 
take such steps to achieve 


ownership as it found practi- 


cable. The special committee 
had concluded, however, that 
ownership by the state was 
not likely, that purchase by 
private landholders would 
cause residents to lose control 
of management and rents, and 
that individual unit ownership 
by residents was not feasible 
considering the row house 
construction in Greenbelt. 

A week later, the Citizens 
Association request was pre- 
sented to the Town Council, 
which took no immediate ac- 
tion. Town Manager Gobbel 
advised the council against 
doing anything too hurriedly. 
Thomas B. Ritchie, head of 
the GCA Housing Subcommit- 
tee, pointed out the impor- 
tance of having the machinery 
set up well in advance of any 
sale, 

(Note: The Town Council 
did not act until April upon 
the GCA request, and then re- 
jected it. However, a minor- 
ity of residents later formed 
the Greenbelt Mutual Home 
Owners Corporation, the co- 
Operative which eventually 
purchased. most of the 
Greenbelt homes after chang- 
ing its name to Greenbelt Vet- 
erans Housing Corporation.)

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Hanover Parkway to Get 
Street Lights, Sidewalks

Street lights will be installed 
along the two-lane wide portion 
of Hanover Parkway, south of 
Greenbelt Road, and sidewalks 
added, funds permitting. This will 
be accomplished by the city with 
an estimated $95,000 to be paid 
to it by the developers of English 
Country Manor. That complex of 
townhouses and condominium 
apartments is to be built to the 
south of Hunting Ridge Condo- 
miniums between Hanover Park- 
way and the Beltway. 

Normally a new development 
is required to bring any city 
streets adjacent to it up to the 
city’s standards. Hanover Park- 
way is designated a major arterial 
road and should be built as a 
four lane road with a dividing 
median strip.The street should 
also have storm sewers and curb 
and gutters as well as street lights 
and sidewalks. 

Since English Country Manor 
is on only one side of the street, 
it is responsible for constructing 
only half of the street. On the 


other side is Schrom Hills Park 
owned by the city, and the city 1s 
responsible for paying the cost of 
widening the street there. For 
various reasons, Hanover Park-

way has not been widened in ei- 
ther direction from English Coun- 
try Manor and any widening 
without the rest of the road being 
widened would serve little useful 
purpose. 

On November 27, city council 
approved an agreement between 
the city and the developers. The 
developers will build acceleration 
and deceleration lanes on 
Hanover Parkway, plant trees 
along the road, install any needed 
road signage and install a side- 
walk at the development. Other 
required improvements are 
waived. 

The difference between the 
costs of those improvements and 
the cost of the ordinance-required 
improvements will be paid to the 
city, about $95,000. With these 
funds the city will install street 
lights between Greenbrook Drive 
and Megan Lane and make addi- 
tional sidewalk improvements 
with whatever funds are left over. 

It will probably be a while be- 
fore the lights are installed. A 
proposal from PEPCO to install 
the lights has been requested. 
When that is received and ap- 
proved, the city will have to wait 
until the utility can schedule the 
work to be done.

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D.C. Road Runners Club 
Dec. 16 Race Results

The annual 10 and 20 mile 
races were run in Greenbelt on 
Saturday, December 16. Unfortu- 
nately, the leader of the 20 mile 
race missed the final turn onto 
Northway from Ridge Road while 
leading by 40 seconds. Usually 
all turns are marked by a sign 
with red background and black 
arrow on a telephone pole and 
large white arrows made of lime 
and water. The arrows on the 
ground were wiped away by the 
all night rain and Ted Poulos, one 
of the D.C. Road Runners’ most 
frequent and best runners, missed 
the sign on the pole. It was rain- 
ing heavily at the start and until 
the 20 milers had completed 12 
miles, drastically reducing the 
number of runners starting - 45 
as compared to 100 or more. 

In an effort to make the run- 
ning races in Greenbelt conducted 
by the D.C. Road Runners Club 
safer by eliminating the busy in- 
tersection of Crescent and 
Northway, a new start and finish 
was needed. The start and finish 
will be on Northway just above 
Woodland Way so as not to inter- 
fere with traffic there. It makes 
a 1/4 mile jog or walk for the 
runners from or to the Youth 
Center. 

In the featured 20 mile race, 
Jim Hage, 37, of nearby Lanham, 
one of the best distance runners 
in the Washington area, who has 
won this race more than anyone, 
was in third place at the 10 mile 
turnaround, only two 20 milers 
ahead of him and he held the 
lead to the end, winning in 
1:58:23 - over 20 minutes ahead 
of Karl Leodler, Kingstowne, VA, 
who finished in 2:09:02.

Special Tax Info 


For Bosnia Soldiers 

Maryland taxpayers deployed 
with the military in Bosnia 
prior to receiving W-2 forms may 
file using a special procedure. 
The Maryland State Comptroller’s 
office also reminds military tax- 
payers that a portion of overseas 
active duty pay is exempt from 
state tax. 

Military taxpayers may file 
Maryland returns using their year- 
end Leave and Earnings State- 
ment prior to February 15. Tax- 
payers should write “Operation 
Joint Endeavor” on the Leave 
and Earnings Statement, and 
place the Leave and Earnings 
Statement on top of the tax re- 
turn. The IRS is using the same 


- procedure for federal tax returns.
